the eKpiry of a period of foi ly-iive davs fiom the ante the 
notification after its publication in the Official Gazette is made 
available to the public ; 
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Any objection or suggestions which may be received fiom 
any person with respect to the said draft within the period 
so specified will be cons’deied by the Central Boileis 
Board ;

DRAFT REGULATIONS 

1. These regulations may be called the Indian Boiler 
(Second Amendment) Regulations, 1998. 

2. In the Indian Boiler Regulations, 1950 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said regulations), in regulations 20, in sub¬ 
regulation (b) the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely :—- 

“provided that the cold bend test need not be carried 
out if basic material specification does not call 
for it.” 

3. In the said regulations, in regulation 155, the words 
“where pipes are fabricated by welding they shall be stress 
relieved” shall be omiecd. 

4. In the said regulations, for regulation 156, the follow¬ 
ing regulation shall be substituted, namely :— 

“156 Design of stand pipes.—The design of the branches 
and standpipe shall be regulated in the following 
manner ; 

(a) in order to withstand the maximum working pres¬ 
sure or design pressure, the minimum thickness of 
branch and standpipe shall be determined in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions specified in sub-re¬ 
gulation (a) of regulation 338; 

(b) compensation requirements for openings in the 
main pressure parts shall be determined in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of regulation 279; 

(c) the additional rhickDess shall be considered to 
withstand superimposed loading due to connecting 
pipe-work or fittings. 

The minimum thickness of the branch or stand-pipe shall 
be the greatest of the values required above and shall not 
te less that 0.0’.5 do -f-3.2 mm wheie do is the outside dia¬ 
meter of the branch Mi mm); 

Provided that the provisions of the tegulatjpn shall not 
apply to such tube stubs which have been designated as 
tubes.” 
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5. In the said regulations, in regulation 255. the following 
shall be added at the end, namely ; — 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in this regulation, 
efficiency, of the ligament in the direction of weld 
shall not be multiplied by a weld factor 0.95 vffiere 
100 percent radiography of weld joint is done.” 

6. Tn the said regulations, in regulation 265, for sub-regu¬ 
lation (a), the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(a) Micro and macro examination—A specimen, the 
full tpickness of the plaie and not less than 13 mm 
wide may be taken from each set of test plates by 
the luspeeing Authoiity for the purpose of micro 
and macro ex , ruination. 

Macroetching of a complete cioss-section of the weld in¬ 
cluding the heat e'IVcted KJne, should show satisfactoiy pener 
tration, fusion and absence of significant inclusions or other 
defects. In case of a doubt as to the condition of the weld 
as shown by macro-etching, the area concerned is to be 
microscopically examined for defect investigation,”

G.S.R. 216.—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬ 
ment to the post of Health Education Officer in the Union 
Territory of Dadra & Nagar Haveli namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 
be called the Health Education Officer Recruitment Rules 
1998. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, Classification and Scale of Pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification ancf the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns (2) to 
(4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3 Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications 
etc.—The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified 
in Columns (5) to (14) of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualification—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a peison having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having spouse living, has entered into or con¬ 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the Personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the mariiage and that 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is 
of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, telax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any call 
of category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall effect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, 
Ex-servicemen and other special categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in this regard.
